SEVENTEEN DEATHS DUE TO 
WIND AND WATER. 


LIGHTNING PLAYS HAVOC. 


But for the Hills, the Pittsburg Tor- 
nado Would Have Rivaled the 
St. Louis Storm. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 2.—The full ex- 
tent of the damage wrought by last night’s 
hurricane was not known until] daylight, 
when wreck and ruin were apparent on all 
sides. Steeples were blown from churches 
and adjoining buildings were crushed, 
houses were unroofed, trees broken off and 
in some cases torn up by the roots, while 
the havoc caused by the heavy rain fall 
of last week was repeated. Summed up at 
9 o’tlock this morning, with many outlying 
districts to hear from, the result was two 
lives lost, thirty-six injured, many, it is 
feared fatally, and property damaged to the 
extent of $100,000. 

The list of killed and injured as far as re- 
ported is arc follows: 

Dead—Jacob Affelter, aged 35, instantly 
killed on Greenfield avenue by a fallfmg 
fence; John Figus, aged 22, skull crushed by 
falling tree at Sugar Camp Grove.

Three meterological records were knocked 
out yesterday. It was in the first place, the 
Hottest day of the year, the thermometer at 
4 cor being 98 degrees, the maximum 
point. 

The rainfall for six minutes beats all rec- 
ords in the local weather bureau, which ex- 
tend back 28 years. From 4:30 to 4:36 over 
a third of an inch of rain fell into the gauge 
on the roof of the Government building. 

The other record broken was a cold wave 
which passed over the city during the storm. 
The registering thermometer in the Weather 
Bureau showed that in forty-five minutes 
the temperature fell from 90 deg. to 71, and 
then went back to 84. Had it not been that 
the slightest change is registered in ink, 
this phenomena would not have been no- 
ticed. The sudden change to a large ex- 
tent caused a terrible electric display that 
continued without intermission until mid- 
night. Up to 9 o’clock the rainfall was 1.42 
inches, and as the ground is thoroughly 
soaked, all of it will reach the rivers and the 
flood of Saturday will, in all probability, be 
repeated, 


1K of the storm was heralded 
by b clouds, that turned dayl ght into 
arkness. There was a constant roll of ter- 
rifyi thunder and incessant flashes of 
vivid eo that gave warning to pedes- 
trains to seek places of safety. The w.nd 
rose to a gale as the rain began to fail, and 
then the hurricane came on with a roar, 
driving the rain in solid sheets before it. 
In an instapt the streets in many parts 
of the olty were filled with flying branches 
of trees, tin roofs were lifted from houses 
and sent whirling over chimney tops, 
knocking them down like tenpins, and signe 
and fences and trees fell.

LONDON, July 28.—The jury in the Jame- 
son South Africa case returned a verdict 
that all the defendants had been found 
guilty of the charge of violating the foreign 
enlistment act. :

STORMY SCENES IN LONDON. 


Finally, After Further Excitement, 
the Socialists Insist That the 
Reds Must Stay Away. 


LONDON, July 28.—The International So- 
Clalists and Trades Union Congress re- 
sumed its session to-day at St. Martin's 
Town Hall, with Herr Singer, the well- 
known German Socialist, presiding. The 
credentials of all the delegates who pre- 
sented themselves for admission were 
closely scrutinized at the door and several 
were rejected and the bearers denied ad- 
mittance. 

The English section, which controlled the 
preliminary business, decided to exclude an- 
archists. This action no sooner became 
known to the anarchists outside than, after 
remarks from the leaders, they made a 
combined rush for the doors of the hall, 
overturned the doorkeeper and poured into 
the galleries in spite of all opposition. This 
caused a repetition of the exciting and 


stormy scene of yesterday. Tom Mann and 
James Kier Hardie, the English labor lead- 
ers, spoke in favor of at least admitting 
Herr Hyndman. Their remarks were wildly 
applauded by the anarchists. 

Other English labor leaders made speeches 
against admitting the Anarchists. This 
brought forth a storm of disapproval from 
the latter, pode | which a few blows and 
many angry words were exchanged among 
the foreigners, who could hardly be pre- 
vented by the more peaceful men from en- 
gaging in a general free fight. 

Sventually orders were given to put 
out the disturbers of the peace, and when 
some show of so doing was made, some- 
thing like order was once more restored 
and the debate was resumed. 

After further speeches for and against 
the admission of Anarchists it was agreed 
that properly accredited Anarchists, in- 
cluding Louise Michel, should be permitted 
to be present at the debate. After several 
hours of additional discussion the congress, 
voting by nationalities, upheld the Zurich 
resolution by 18% to 2%, the effect of which 
is to exclude Anarchists from the congress. 

During the voting there was another 
scene of the greatest excitement. Fierce’ 
shouting and yelling, mingled with scuf- 
fling and threatening, prevailed among the 
foreigners and probably served as much as 
anything else to harden the hearts of the 
Englishmen against admitting the Anarch- 
ist element to the deliberations of the In- 
ternational Socialist and Trades Union Con- 
gress.

REVELATIONS. 


PAYMENT WAS MADE IN FULL. 


Edwards & Sons, Having Received the 
Money They Claimed, Let 
the Suit Drop. 


To the intense reliéf probably of the de- 
fendants in the sensational Albert Royal 
Delmont “blind pool” case, the litigation 
growing out of Delmont’s speculative ten- 
dencies has been settled out of court. 

Developments in the case during the prog- 
ress of the depositions before Judge Geo. 
W. Lubke were becoming unpleasant to 
some of the defendants. 

When W. J. H. Bown was last on the 
rack, which was on Monday of last week, 
he was forced to disclose considerable in- 
formation, including the names of certain 
persons who had dealt with Delmont, which 


those persons would rather not have had 
revealed. 

When theſproceeding was adjourned on 
Tuesday to last Friday, overtures were at 
once commenced by defendants looking to 
a compromise, 

Negotiations were still in progress when 
the proceeding was to have been resumed 
last Friday and the matter was continued 
by consent until eday at U o’clock. 

An agreement was reached before Tues- 
day, so that there was no need of resuming 
the depositions. 

The settlement was not @compromise, but 
a complete surrender on the part of the 
defendants. By the agreement they are to 
pay the entire claim of A. Edwards 
Sons, the plaintiffs, for margins and com- 
missions, with interest, bringing the entire 
amount to about $14,000. 

The terms of the agreement further than 
this, and even the method of arriving at it, 
are secret, Attorney A. N. Edwards, rep- 
resenting A. J. Edwards & Sons, refused 
Tucsday to go any ¢urther than this. 

“I can only state,” said Mr. Hdwards, 
“that we are to receive 100 cents on the 
dollar for our claim, amounting to be- 
tween $13,800 and $14,000. I can say nothing 
further, because I am bound in confidence.” 

The amount sued for by A. G. Edwards 
& Son was $13,677. Besides ert Royal 
Delmont, the defendants in the suit were

The 
margins were not forthcoming, and the 
brokers had to unload at a loss, amounting 
with the commissions, to the sum sued for. 

The depositions disclosed that Delmont

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DEATH OF WILLIAM J. GILBERT, 
THE LAW BOOK PUBLISHER. 


A HOUSE FULL OF TREASURES. 


Some of His Books Were Made in the 
Days Before the Printing Press 
Had Come Into Use. 


BOOKS. 


William J. Gilbert, a well-known law book 
publisher, and for many years a prominent | 
resident of St. Louis, died at 3 o’clock Mon- 
day afternoon at his residence, 1410 South 
Ewing avenue, aged 61 years. 

The deceased was at the head of the Gil- 
bert Book Co., one of the oldest law book 
concerns in St. Louis. He was known to

every lawyer in the city. 
Several years ago the deceased was 
stricken with gradual paralysis, and dur- 


ing the last year had been confined to the 
house. His death was painless and his 
mind was clear to the last. 

The deceased was born near Cincinnati, 
O. In the early ’50’s he removed from Ohio 
to Dubuque, Io., where he established him- | 
self as a book dealer. In Dubuque Mr. 
Gilbert married Miss Ada Clemens, dauga- 
ter of the then editor of the St. Louis 
Times. Directly after the war he re- 
moved to St. Louis with his family and 
— hed in business as a publisher of law 


ooks. 3 

As his children grew up he educated them 
in the law book business. Miss Ada E. 
Gilbert, one of his daughters, recently be- 
came secretary of the Gilbert Book Co., 
and his only surviving son, Mathew J. Gil- 
bert, is treasurer of the concern. Two 
other daughters and the widow survive 
the deceased. 

Considerable property is left by the de- 
ceased. At the residence on South Ewing 
avenue is perhaps the finest collection of 
old and rare books in the West. The de- 
ceased was a man of attainments and, while 
not a bibliophile in the strict sense of the 
word, it was his delight to 1 literary 
rarities and art treasures, he walls of 
his late home are lined, from cellar to 

arret, with rare books ana valuable paint- 
ngs. The collection ‘of books includes an- 
cfent and rare editions of standard works 
and among them are a number dated prior 
to the invention of printing. They are on 
vellum and parchment, and in many of them 
the saints’ days are illuminated with pic- 
tures of the saints, and inlaid with ham- 
mered gold. 

Of late years the collection became 80 
extensive that the deceased had printed a 
catalogue, making a book the size of a 
volume of the Missouri Session Acts. 

For many years the deceased was Treas- 
urer of the Mercantile Club, and the suc- 
cess of that institution has been due in 
great part to his efforts and the successful 
management of the club’s finances. 

Mr. Gilbert was exacting in all his busi- 
ness dealings, but liberal and among the 
most charitable of men to those in need. 
Hs domestic life was exceedingly happy. 

The funeral services were held at 3 o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon, at the house on Ewing 
avenue. The remains were cremated, 


RIVER IMPROVEMENTS. 


Annual Report as to Arkansas and 
Mississippi. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 2%.—Maj. 
J. Willard has made his annual report 
to the War Department on river im- 
provements in Arkansas and Mississippi. 
He says that a shifting bar at the mouth 
of the Yazoo River, near Vicksburg, is the 


most serious obstacle to the navigation on 
that stream and its tributaries, about 
miles of navigable waterway. Right of 
way was acquired to carry on necessary 
improvements and a portion of the work 
completed.

TENDER? 


The act of 1873 destroyed silver as legal 


tender money except to the amount of $5. 
The Bland-Allison act of 1878 restored 
the legal tender character of the silver 
dollar “except when otherwise provided 
in the contract.“ 
The Bland-Allison act of 1878, while pre- 
, Sumably restoring the legal tender char- 
acter of the silver dollar, did not d@ so. 
No money can be effective as legal tender 
money when the power is given to the in- 
dividual citizen to nullify the act of Con- 
' gress, and this the Bland-Allison act did. 
It says silver dollars are legal tender 
“except when Otherwise provided in the 
contract.” This gives creditors the right 
to specify in their bonds and notes that 
gold was the only kind of money they 
would accept and this act of 1878 thus 
' Sanctions these gold bonds and notes. 
Hence, since then, nearly all bonds and 
notes have been taken payable in gold.

Health Commissioner Starkloff Claims 
That the Reduction of His

Health Commissioner Starkloff was asked 
eoncerning the reported reduction to be 
made. in his force of sanitary inspectors, 
and whether the reduction was to be made 
because the men were of no further use 
from a political standpoint. 

He said: I would not let a single man 
go if I could help it, but I have not the 
money to keep them and that is all there 
is to it. My appointments are all more or 
less influenced by politics, but the men must 
do the work, I have not enough men as it 
is and will be still worse off when the 
appropriation bill is passed. I asked for 
$43,000 for the Sanitary Department and 
they gave me only $36,000 and what is the 
result? I cannot do the work with that 


money.

DAISY'S MOTHER. 


BEN LEMPKEMEYER’S BRUTAL 
TREATMENT OF MRS. LANG. 


ASKED FOR MONEY HE OWED. 


This Infuriated Him and After Strik- 
ing His Sweetheart Ee Beat 
Her Mother.

One of the most brutal affairs with which 
the police have had to deal for a long time 
occurred shortly after midnight Tuesday 
morning at the southwest corner of Tenth 
and Walnut streets in the shadow of a beer 
saloon, and within two blocks of the Four 
Courts. 


Ben Lempkemeyer knocked his 24 
tive mother-in-law down with his fists and 


then jumped upon her and kicked her about 
the head with his heavy boots until she 
was unconscious. He was about to carve 
up her lifeless form with a knife when he 
was frightened away. 

Elizabeth Lang and her daughter, Daisy, 
a sweet-faced girl of 18 years, to whom 
Lempkemeyer was engaged to be married, 


live at 16 North Tenth street. They rented 
a room to Lempkemeyer. 

He went there to live last winter, and 
made love to the girl. She ed him, and 
they became engaged. The match was 
satisfactory to the girl’s mother, a neat old 
lady of 55 years, with white hair. Lempke- 
meyer did not have enough money to get 
married, and they waited, entertaining the 
hope that some day he would be rich. 

For several weeks Lempkemeyer has not 
paid his rent and, although he was the 

ccepted suitor of her pretty daughter, Mrs. 
Vane had to have money. She had asked 
him for a payment several times, but he 
was always broke.“ 

Monday night Mrs. Lang and Daisy could 
not sleep in the house, as it was too warm, 
so about 11 o’clock they went out for a 


walk. 

Shortly after midnight the mother and 
her daughter approached the intersection 
of Tenth and alnut streets and there 
they found Lempkemeyer drinking beer 
with the criminally famous Tenth street 
gang. 

Mrs. Lang asked Lempkemeyer why he 
Eres his money for beer instead of pay 

er and the three then walked over to the 
other corner where they kept talking about 
money affairs. 

“I think you ought to pay mamma, in- 
stead of drinking so much,” remarked 
Daisy, but the words had no more than 
passed her lips when she was struck in the 
mouth by Lempkemeyer’s fist. Before she 
eould scream or turn he struck her several 
more blows, and then Mrs. Lang went to 
the assistance of her daughter. Lempke- 
meyer turned upon the old lady and struck 
her in the face once, but it was such a 
peverem blow that she fell to the side- 
walk. 


Then he jumped on her and stamped her 
with his feet. He was crushing the life 
out of her, when he began kicking her in 
the head. So heavy and unmerciful were 
the blows from his boots that it only re- 
quired a few of the kicks to render her 
unconscious. :

The operator 
was at lunch at the time, and had all the 
company’s money with him. The same 
night a dry good clerk, who had just drawn 
his month’s salary, was held up on the 
streets of Paola by a trio of unknown men 
and relieved of $40. 

“Following close upon this crime came the 
hold up of the Katy ‘office at Fort Scott, 
on the night of Jan. 11. There was nobody 
about but the operator and two passengers 
who had purchased their tickets and were 
awaiting their train. Again the work was 
done by a masked trio at the point of the 
revolver. The haul was not a rich one and 
consisted only of the operator's wat 
and chain and 50 cents in change, $1.79 of 
company money and $2.50 from one of a 
two passengers. The other had spent his 
last cent for a ticket. .The robbers ap- 
peared to be cons derate enough, as robbers 
go, and returned the. operator’s watch 
charm, as he pleaded that it contained the 
picture of his wife and was highly valued.

MRS. FISCHEL DISCUSSES. THE 
BRISTOL CASE DECISION. 


WANTS AN APPEAL TAKEN. 


One of the Fair Charity Commission- 
ert Is Still Confident the 
Board Acted Right. 


The members of the Board of Charity 
Commissioners are chagrined at the deci- 
sion of Judge Valliant that their removal 
of Isaac 8. Bristol from the superintenden- 
cy of the Workhouse was illegal. 

Mrs. W. E. Fischel, the leading woman 
member of the board, first learned the 
purport of the decision when she saw it 
in the Post-Dispatch of Monday. 

After examining carefully the reasons 
given by Judge Valliant for his decision, 


Mrs. Fischel said: 

“It seems to have been a question of the 
form of the complaint and other techni- 
calities. That, of course, rests upon the 
City Counselor, to whom we intrusted 
the prosecution. 

We undoubtedly conducted the trial with 
all fairness to Mr. Bristol. We listened 
carefully to all he had to say and to his 
witnesses. We devoted a great deal of time 
and labor to the case and performed what 
we thought was our duty. 

“We cannot understand, therefore, why 
Judge Valliant takes the stand he does. 

“I do not believe the trial of Mr. Bristol 
partook of the nature of a ce inal prose- 
cution, as Judge Valliant holds. 

“That has not been my understanding of 
the law. Under the charter I have always 
thought the Board of Charity Comm ssion- 
ers was required to give accused off cials 
trial, in order that hasty action might not 
be taken and an injustice done the accused. 
It seems to me that the law permits of the 
removal of an appointed officer for un- 
Official acts. The decision of Judge Val- 


liant practically deprives the Board of its 
that the 


powers under the charter.“ 

“The decision also declares 
formal information against Bristol was in- 
definite,“ r the reporter. 

“As I said,” replied Mrs. Fischel, “that 
rests on Mr. Marshall. We necessarily de- 
pended upon him to comply with the legal 
requirements in the matter. I agree with 
Mr. Marshall that the matter should not 
be allowed to rest with this decision, but 
should be carried to a higher court. 

The decision is unfortunate. We did not 
undertake any action until we had reason 
to believe that the charges were well- 
founded. Matters had been brought to our 
notice and we investigated for ourselves be- 
fore taking formal] action. We visited the 
House of fu and found many of the 
things to exist that had been complained of. 

We. did not proceed against Bristol from 
any personal feeling. Bristol is nothing to 
me nor to him. 
from prejudice and acted with perfect fair- 
ness. far as I am informed, we proceed- 
ed in accordance with decisions rendered 
in previous cases such as that in the Wal- 
bridge-Brennan case which Judge Valliant 
cites. So far as I am acquainted with the 
facts Judge Valliant’s decision is contrary 
to all these cases. 

“Is it probable that a new case will be 
made against Bristol, in which the require- 
ments of Judge Valliant’s decision will be 
complied with?’ 

“I cannot say until we have consulted 
with Mr. Marshall. As I said, it may be 
considered advisable to take an appeal. 

In the face of this decision I do not see 
how the Board of Charity Commissioners 
can proceed against abuses that may ex- 
ist in “ of the other institutions. It is 
8 the fault of the public in permit- 
ting the apointment of such officials. Had 
any’ citizen been suffi¢iently public spirited 
to come forward in the Bristol case as pros- 
ecutor or give evidence in the case, per- 
haps the outcome would have been different. 
But it is a fact that the public do not 
take sufficient Interest even to visit the 
institutions. One would think the House 
of Refuge an institution in which the pub- 
lic would be particularly interested. 

It is a fact, too, I think, that the public 
institutions, with possibly a few exceptions, 
were never in a worse condition than they 
are now.”
